In 
New York, the National Association 
‘of Manufacturers prepared to ask all 
state legislatures to enact laws “fix- 
|ing the legal responsibility of labor 
organizations for their acts.”

U. S. Commission Grants 
License for Publicly- 
Owned Utility. 


WASHINGTON, Nov. 2.—(A)— 
Another hurdle in the path of de- 
velopment of a huge publicly-owned 
hydro-electric project on the Saluda 
river, in South Carolina, was cleared 
tonight when the federal power com- 
mission granted Greenwood county's 
application for a license. 

Opposed at every step by the Duke 
Power Company, of Charlotte, N. C., 
the project, for which $2,767,000 in 
PWA funds have been provided, was 
at last made ready for the construc- 
tion stage. 

The development providing an earth 
dam across the Saluda river and a 
15,000-kilowatt power plant will serve 
the towns of Greenwood, Laurens and 
Newberry, which will be connected by 
a main 44,000-volt loop transmission 
line 84 miles long. An additional 100 
miles of 11,000-volt transmision and 
distribution lines are planned for rural 
electrification. 

The South Carolina supreme court 
Wednesday refused to enjoin the coun- 
ty from proceeding with its plans, ren- 
dering a decision in the action— 


brought by Greenwood county taxpay-| 


ers as a test case—to which the Duke 

company sought to become a party. 
After its failure to have the PWA 

rescind its allotment, the Duke com- 
any notified the power commission 


t intended to protest the granting of | 


a license, but after a hearing had been 
set withdrew. 

Beneficiaries of the Duke endow- 
ment, which receives a large share of 
its funds from Duke power earnings, 
joined the company in its appeal to 
the PWA board of review. 

It was contended the beneficiaries 
mostly colleges, orphanages and hos- 
pitals, would be hurt if the project 
were carried out as it would tend to 
reduce Duke company revenue.

Love letters allegedly written to La- 
mar Hollingshead by Helen Louise 
Doke were displayed today by attor- 
neys for Judson C. Doke, who is on 
trial for the murder of the young poet. 

The letters were made public by 
the defense outside of court while the 
state made further efforts to link 
Doke directly with the killing of Hol- 
lingshead on a ranch near here last 
summer. 

On the witness stand for the prose- 
cution, Deputy Sheriff Forrest Mon- 
roe, who talked to Doke after the 
slaying, said the milk inspector de- 
clared he had intended to shoot into 
the floor, evidently to frighten the 
poet, but instead the bullet pierced 
the youth's abdomen. He died several 
hours later. 

Among the letters allegedly written 
to the poet by the woman was one in 
which Mrs. Doke told of disclosing her 
secret affair to her father. 

“T've told him the truth,” it said. 

“He thinks we should turn our- 
selves to work and let things work 
out slowly and gradually without 
hurting Judson again. It is true— 
we must—and I have already begun 
writing again. I will copy several 
things for you tonight.” 

As he was called to the witness 
stand, Monroe was shown a revolver 
and identified it as the death weapon. 

He said his conversation with Doke 
occurred at the county hospital, 
where Doke surrendered. 

Monroe said he invited Doke to 
tell him “all about it,” and the hus-

36,423 Drouth Cattle 
In Georgia to Date 


WASHINGTON, Nov. 2.—Up to 
October 25 the state of Georgia had 
disposed of 36,423 head of drouth area 
cattle shipped there by the federal 
surplus relief corporation, Administra- 


tor Harry L. Hopkins announced here 
today. Total receipts of cattle. amount- 
ed to 104,485 of which number 68,- 
062 were on hand in late October. 

In its program to conserve food the 
36,423 head of cattle have been con- 
verted into fresh beef and canned beef 
under the supervision of the state 
emergency relief administration. 

Administrator Hopkins said that the 
movement of cattle from the dronth 
states had slowed up materiaHy and 
that an effort is now being made to 
speed up the processing of cattle which 
were shipped to Georgia where good 
pasture was available.

State Witnesses Against Kingtish

NEW ORLEANS, Nov. 2.—(/)— 
The district attorney’s case of alleged 
vote-buying against four, of Huey 
Long's New Orleans ward leaders was 


left suspended in midair today for a 
week after the state's principal wit- 
nesses were charged with vote frauds 
themselves. 

Today’s twists in the case were: 

Leaders of a group of unregistered 
transients swore the Long leaders 
paid them money to vote for the Long 
candidates in the September 11 con- 
gressional primary.

DILLINGER’S GHOST WALKS 

The ghost of John Dillinger is 
still stalking in Indiana, the latest 
repercussions from his career of 
crime and sensational escapes cen- 
tering around the arrest of a group 
of citizens in Lake county. 


The latest move is an outgrowth 
of heated controversies waging be- 
tween democratic and republican 
forces in both local and state con- 
tests. Republican critics of demo- 
cratic officeholders claim that Dil- 
linger’s escape was due not only to 
carelessness but to bribery. 

An assjstant attorney-general has 
rounded up eight residents of the 
county, supposedly as_ witnesses 
against those he claims are respon- 
sible for Dillinger’s escape, via the 
“wooden pistol’ route. Counter- 
action was immediately taken by his 
superior, the attorney-general of the 
county, who asked the grand jury 
to investigate his assistant’s activi- 
ties. 

The arrests, it is indicated, were 
made in the endeavor to establish 
the existence of an elaborate con- 
spiracy by which Dillinger was fur- 
nished with complete diagrams of 
the jail and surrounding buildings, 
was given arms and his successful 
escape to Chicago assured. 

It is possible that bribery «may 
have played a part in the flight 
rom the ‘model’ Indiana jail by 
the man who was then listed as 
America’s public enemy No. 1, but 
the effort by republican leaders to 
prove the existence of a plot in- 
volving a number of democratic 
leaders and officeholders, results, in 
all probability, more from politics 
than from concrete evidence. 

Few states take their politics 
more seriously thzn Indiana, and it 
is likely that the present tempest 
in a teapot will blow over with 
the passing of the election. 


MORE STREAM-LINE TRAINS 


Announcement that plans are 
already under way by several of the 
larger American railroad systems for 
the installation of high-speed pas- 
senger trains similar to the one that 
recently broke the transcontinental 
time record reveals the degree to 
which the railroad officials of the 
country have awakened from the 
apathy largely responsible for the 
slump in rail affairs during recent 
years. 

The railroad pioneers of America 
were men of vision and determina- 
tion, and under their leadership 
American rail transportation § be- 
came the peer of that in any coun- 
try in the world. When these 
sturdy figures of the early days 
passed away, there ensued a half 
century during which American 
railroads were seemingly content to 
let well enough alone. 


The speed of the average pas- 
senger train increased none during 
this period, despite the fact that the 
world was becoming constantly 
more speed-conscious, not only in 
transportation but in every other 
line of endeavor. Little was done 
to make rail travel more comfort- 
able, and dust and heat, or cold, 
continued to make life miserable for 
the traveler, even in the finest 
trains. 

It is not surprising that com- 
peting methods of transportation by 
water, air and highway made serious 
inroads into the business of the rail- 
roads. Steamships were made faster 
and bigger, huge motor buses fur- 
nished cheaper transportation, and 
air liners cut traveling time in half.

News Behind the News 
"By Paul Mallon 


BUILDING WASHINGTON, Nov. 2.—A yawning silence was the 
only reaction to recent New Deal publicity feelers 
about a new $12,000,000,000 building program. 

The idea was put out anonymously by certain of President Roose- 
velt’s advisers who have long been suffering from the building fever, 
an apparently incurable political disease. The White House did 
not like it very much. The only comment there was that a lot of 
people had a lot of eight, ten and twelve-billion-dollar visions for 
projects which would be self-liquidating in 120 years, but that Mr. 
Roosevelt did not want to wait 120 years to get out of the de- 
pression. 

You can accept that as fair notice that these building visions 
are going to have to be condensed to somewhat substantial realities 
before Mr. Roosevelt accepts any more of them. 

There is a good reason for that feeling—the experience with 


the PWA. 


FIGURES The New Deal press agents naturally assert the PWA 

was a great success. To all outward appearances, Mr. 
Ickes has allocated all his 3.7 billions and closed up shop. He has 
figures three yards long indicating that, if all the PWA man-hours 
were laid end to end, they would extend from here to the Aleutian 
Islands, or perhaps farther. The results, they say, are amazing. 
They are right about that. 

You do not need more than two figures to see it. Mr. Ickes 
has allocated all his 3.7 billions, but only 1.1 billions had been dis- 
bursed by the treasury up to a few days ago. 

In other words, more than a year after the whooped-up PWA 
campaign started, and now that it is all over, and everyone has gone 
home, the actual money spent is less than one-third of the total 
appropriation. 

The last dollar of it probably will not be put into man-hours 
of labor until long after the depression is supposed to be over. 


MOTIVES Most insiders are beginning to suspect that the pub- 

lic building theory of relief continues to survive large- 
ly for political reasons. The congressmen like it. They get $100,- 
000 postoffices built in $10,000 towns. They get dams and reser- 
voirs which flow with local prestige and votes for them. In fact, no 
politician can afford to be against the idea. 

It is readily agreed at the top here that a conservative building 
program is essential, if only for the reason that the private build- 
ing industry is dragging bottom. They justify the PWA on that 
ground and other similar ones. But eight, ten and twelve billions 
more is something else again. 

What they would like to see is a conservative, long-term gov- 
ernment building policy—not an emergency relief measure, or a 
political pork barrel, but a systematized, planned, permanent and 
intelligent method of handling this phase of government activity. 


FIGURES The PWA may dispute the figures cited here. Its 
books show it has written checks for $1,767,000,000, 
of which $1,507,000,000 is for federal projects. The monthly aver- 
age disbursements, the officials say, are now running around 
$100,000,000. 

They explain the discrepancy between 1.1 and 1.7 billions by 
Saying the treasury counts the canceled checks, while they count 
checks mailed out. If that is correct, there are about half a bil- 
lion dollars in checks (five months’ disbursements) lying around 
uncashed. 

But even if you accept the PWA’S own figures, the conclusion 
canot be altered. It means merely that they have been spending half 
their money instead of a third.

Satisfied privately with the cautious way the PWA has 
been administered. Some harsh things will be said about Mr. Ickes 
at the coming congressional session. The charge will be made that 
he has a graft phobia. It will be said that he never goes arount a 
corner without first peeking to see if a crook is there. 

There is something in that, but not much. Exaggerated curb- 
stone stories have been going around the inner circle about the 
espionage system Mr. Ickes maintains. 

It is true he has a more extensive spy system than any govern- 
ment department (outside the D. of J.) ever had before. His em- 
ployes are reputed to sleep always with pillows in their mouths for 
fear of talking in their sleep. 

But most of the stories you have been hearing about it are 
wrong. 


GLAVIS SYSTEM There is no boy detective stuff in the sys- 
tem headed by Louis Glavis. The methods 


are those of trained newsmen rather than sleuths. His forces have 
been secretly divided into three divisions—interior, oil enforcement 
and PWA investigations. Agents assigned to PWA may also work 
on an interior investigation or oil. 

As a rule, the PWA agents in charge are engineers. The work- 
ing agents are not ex-detectives, but young lawyers, engineers or 
newsmen, It is quite well known on the inside that they have 
not been above looking into the affairs of a congressman or of gov- 
ernment officials on special occasions. They even have carte blanche 
to investigate Ickes himself. 

All cases, before being presented to grand juries, are first sent 
to Washington for an o. k. from the legal division and Glavis. They 
do not try any of the old prohibition undercover technique. 


They pay good salaries, $2,800 being the minimum.

ANGERED INSULL 
ADMITS MISTAKES 


Says Ten-Million-Dollar 
Item Was Forgotten; 
Storms at Prosecutor. 


CHICAGO, Nov. 2.—(4)—Caught 
up by the cross-examination he fought 
angrily all day, Samuel Insull ad- | 


mitted today a $10,000,000 mistake | 
in one statement to stockholders of | 
the Corporation Securities Company. | 

His defeat on this point eame after 
he had parried questions from TDrose- | 
cutor Leslie FE. Salter for three hours, | 
battling for his financial reputation | 
against government charges of mail | 
fraud, | e 

The 74-year-old Chicagoan, while | 
Prosecutor Salter pursued him with | 
questions, had complained twice to 
Federal Judge James H. Wilkerson | 
they were “double-barreled.” The | 
judge ordered Insull to answer but | 
said he might explain. 

Salter produced a financial state- 
ment which said the securities held 
by the Corporation Securities Com- 
pany, under fire as a “hundred mil- 
lion dollar swindle,” were carried ai 
“$86,000,000, their purchase price.” 

“Did you mean to tell the public | 
that securities in your portfolio had | 
cost the company $86,000,000?” Salter | 
asked gently. | 

Insull studied some papers in his | 
hand. 

“I presume I thought I was making 
an absolutely correct statement.” he | 
began. |

Insull left the stand to return to- 
morrow. Immediately the second de- 
fense witness in the mail fraud case 
will present charts and graphs de- 
signed to defend Insull financial | 
practices. 

Until confronted with the one state- 
ment, Insull had dodged, denied and 
scolded his way through a barrage of 
questions designed to win admissions 
that he deceived his investors know- 
ingly. 

Flaring sometimes in red-faced an- 
ger. shouting some answers, Insull had 
turned frequently to the jury to an- 
swer the others, giving them long ex- | 
planations. 

“I Don’t Reeall.” 

“IT don’t recall” and “I’ve no recol- 
lection” were frequently Insull’s an- 
swer to the prosecutor’s questions. He 
refused stubbornly to say he made 
more than a million dollars profit by 
the sale of 700.000 shares of stock, 
bought at $15, at a sale price of $40 
a share. 

Asked if he approved market opera- 
tions in the stock of the Corporation 
Securities Company made by H. L. 
Stuart, investment banker who is also 
a defendant, Insull said: “I know 
nothing whatever, sir, of the trans- 
action.” 

Once Salter hinted Insull was tak- 
ing cues from his attorney. Insull 
waved his finger in rebuke and 
shouted : 

“No, sir, I am telling the truth, sir.” 

He agreed that two other promises 
made by the Corporation Securities 
Company to investors might not be 
ged true but had an ‘explana- 
ion. 

Once Insull told Salter: 

“You get me very earnest when you 
question my veracity, sir.” 

Salter replied: 

“Well, that 18s a question for the 
jury.” 


Appeals to Bench. 

Insull’s attorney objected when 
Prosecutor Salter sought vainly for 
30 minutes to get Insull to tell the 
cost to him of securities he turned 
when he formed the Corporation Se- 
curities Company, and appealed to the 
court. 

“The witness seems to be amply 
able to take care of himself,” said 
Judge Wilkerson. 

A statement Insull said he ap- 
proved told investors the company 
had assets of more than $80,000,000, 
ores more than $30,0000,000 in 
cash. 

“Did the corporation have 
cash?’ Salter demanded. 

“No sir,” said Insull, “that is a 
statement as to what would be the 
situation when the financing was com- 
pleted.” 

“That doesn’t answer,” said Salter. 
“Did it have thirty million dollars?’ 

“I do not know of my own knowl- 
edge, sir.” said Insull. 

“You know, don’t you, that it had 
a debt of $3,500,000 and no cash?” 

Insull frowned. 

“IT don’t know that I knew the de- 
tails of it at that time,” he said. 

“Then what you meant was—dear 
investor—if you buy all this stock 
then we will have 80 million dollars 
in assets?” 

Insull flared angrily.

NEW, COTTON PLAN 


OFFERED BY JOHNSTON 


AAA Pool Head Would Ex- 
_ empt 12,000,000 Bales 
From Tax in 1935. 


Midsouthern farmers today awaited 
reaction of the department of agricul- 
ture to a plan that Osear Johnston, 
the originator, believes would solve 
the problem of controlling cotton pro- 
duction. 

Contents of the 10-point proposal 
were giyen in a copyrighted story 
published by the Commercial Appeal. 

Mr. Johnston is manager of the 
agricultural adjustment administra- 
tion’s cotton option pool, but he told 
the Memphis newspaper that he was 
submitting his program to federal of- 
ficials “as a private citizen and farm- 
er.” He operates.a large plantation 
at Scott, Miss. . 

Under his plan 12,000,000 bales of 
cotton in 1935 would be tax exempt 
and all restrictions for trading of 
exemption certificates would be re- 
moved. 

A subsidy, the amount of which 
would be decided by the secretary of 
agriculture, would be given farmers 
as long as the market price is below 
pre-war parity. A proposed law would 
prohibit interstate shipment of cotton 
not grown in accordance yith a pro- 
gram agreed upon by the secretary of 
agriculture and approved by two- 
thirds of the cotton producers. 

Other phases of the 10-point law 
would eall for the fixing of the 1935 
voluntary reduction at 25 per cent; a 
poll of farmers on their attitude to- 
ward the Bankhead act, “preferably 
taken by the census bureau,” an in- 
crease in parity payments from one to 
three cents a pound; an immediate 
campaign to enlist farmers in a vol- 
untary reduction; prompt payment of 
all rentals; a transfer of processing 
taxes from raw cotton to manufac- 
‘tured articles, and “a supreme effort” 
by the department of agriculture to 
promote international relations that 
would permit more buying of cotton 
by foreign nations.

Seton has told of ravens attacking 
weak but still living animals, This 
I have never seen, nor am I anxious 
to, even though it would be a per- 
featly -normal thirig in the world of 
nature.

Dr. Arthur Holcombe 
‘Challenges Henry Ford’s 
Criticism of Politicians; 
E.BaskinWright Speaks. 


Dr. Arthur N. Holcombe, of Har- 
vard University, speaking before the 
Southern Political Science Association 
Friday night, criticized the point of 
view “of those who say that what 
the politicians do makes very little 
difference to the public at large.” 


Dr. Holcombe’s speech terminated 
the second day’s program in the three- 
day meeting of the Southern Political 
Science Association at the Atlanta 
Biltmore. 


Frank’ Prescott, University of Chat- 
tanooga, led the discussion Friday aft- 
ernoon on the TVA. H. Reid Hunter, 
assistant superintendent of the Atlan- 
ta public schools, and Dr. Harvey W. 
Cox, president of Emory University, 
led the program on civic education. 

Speakifig on “The Experimental At- 
titude and the Governmental Art,” 
Dr. Holcombe referred to Henry 
Ford’s recent statement: 

“My belief is that what goes on 
at the capitol is of no great impor- 
tance one way or another. Laws do 
not save a country.” 

Ford No Politician. 
' Challenging this statement, Dr. Hol- 
combe paid his respects to Henry 
Ford’s genius in the field of indus- 
try, but asserted that Ford’s “genius 
appeared to desert him in the field of 
politics.” 

Pointing out the great importance 
to the people of the country of many 
of the policies which have n embod- 
ied in acts of congress, Dr. Holcombe 
defended the New Deal. 

“On the whole, the New Deal is a 
sound example of the experimental 
method in politics, but the experimen- 
tal method has definite limitations,” 
he said. 

Dr. Holcombe stated that not so 
much ean be hoped from this method 
in politics as in natural science and 
technology. 

“The experiences with the New Deal 
experiments clearly show that the ex- 
perimental attitude cannot be main- 
tained for a long period at a time. 
The public needs time to become ac- 
customed to experiments. 

“The most important ally of the 
experimenting politician is the school 
teacher, who must prepare the needs 
of the next generation for a different 
attitude than has prevailed in the 
past toward politics and business and 
the relations between them.” 

Negro’s Rights Discussed. 
FE. Baskin Wright, president of the 


Southern Political Science Association 
in speaking of “The Constitutional 
Rights. of the Negro,” said: 

“This paper does not profess fo 
be a defense of the southern side of 
the controversy. It is not an effort 
to accuse nor to offend.” 

Dr. Wright’s speech concerned the 
amendments to the constitution which 
were designed to promote the civil, 
sccial, and political equality of the 
negro, These are the 13th, 14th and 
15th amendments. 


“This is designed to be a 
analytical.discussion of the rights of 
the negro as guaranteed by the fed- 
eral constitution and as interpreted 
by the supreme court of the United 
States,” he said.

“The literary test, proper qualifica- 
tions, residents requirements, and poll 
taxes have all .peen upheld.- This 
means that the Southern states have 
effectively nullified the 15th amend- 
ment with the approval of the su- 
preme court,” he said.

JOHN HEYDLER 
FORCED 10 QUIT 
ASHEALTHFAILS 


National Leader Since 
1918 To Resign De- 
cember 1. 


NEW YORK, Nov. 2.—(#)—John 
Arnold Heydler, president of the Na- 
tional League of Professional Base- 
ball Clubs since 1918, today announc- 
ed his resignation, because of ill 
health. It has been accepted by the 
league. 


Heydler's action came unexpected- 
ly. It was revealed today when he call- 
ed into session the board of direc- 
tors and made known his decision, 
which he said was final. His resigna- 
tion is effective December 11. 

The directors themselves, including 
Charles A. Stoneham, of the Giants; 
William E. Benswanger, of the Pitts- 
burgh Pirates; Emil E. Fuchs, of the 
Boston Braves, and John O. Seys, of 
the Chicago Cubs, had no warning of 
the chief -executive’s determination un- 


his resignation. 
TWO YEARS TO GO, 

Heydler had two years more to run 
on his latest four-year term of office. 
He has been connected with the Na- 
tional league since 1903, when he was 
made private secretary to Harry Pul- 
liam, then the league president. Heyd- 
ler served one year as president, in 
1909, under a temporary appointment 
before. being elected at the 1918 an- 
flual meeting to ®ucceed John K. 
Tener as chief executive. 

No indication as to Heydler’s suc- 
cessor was forthcoming. League di- 
rectors: pointed out that they had not 
had opportunity even to consider any 
possibilities. It was indicated they 
may prevail on Heydler to remain con- 
nected with the organization in an

tional league is shocked indeed by Mr.

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ARCHBISHOP SHAW, 11, 
DIES IN NEW ORLEANS 


NEW ORLEANS, Nov. 2.—(/)—A 
priestly career of nearly a half cen- 
tury that marked the rise of a son of 
Irish immigrants to a high place in 
the American Catholic hierarchy came 
‘to an end today with the death of 
the Most Rev. John William Shaw, 
archbishop of New Orleans. 

The 71-year-old prelate succumbed 
at 9:30 a. m. to the ravages of a 
heart attack he suffered a week ago, 
partly due to overwork and partly, 
the New Orleans States quoted his 
friends as saying, to worry over a 
series of poison pen. letters making 
vicious charges against him and some 
of his priests. Postal authorities are

“He died a saintly death.” one of 
his intimates said, ‘‘While he was In 
delirium, he was continually ‘saying 
mass.” 

When he knew he was dying, he 
left this message with the Rev. Joseph 
Pycikiewicz: 

“Thank all the priests—thank. every- 
body for their kindness. Tell them 
that I have nothing in my heart 
against any priest in my archdiocese— 
that I have nothing in my _ heart 
against any living being. I have noth- 
ing but gratitude in my heart toward 
all of them. I have tried to do my 
work. I am ready to die.” 

The body of the prelate will lie in 
state in front of the high altar of St. 
Louis cathedral in Jackson square un- 
til the funeral at 10 a. m. Tuesday at 
a solemn pontifical high mass. Burial 
will be in the floor of the cathedral.

SAYS SINGLAIR FOE 


Progressive Candidate 
Appeals for Support, 
Asks Merriam’s Defeat. 


SAN FRANCISCO, Nov. 2.—(?)— 
The election of either Frank F. Mer- 
riam or Upton Sinclair to the Cali- 
fornia’ governnorsnip, their progres- 
sive party opponent, Raymond IL. 
Haight, warned today, will “bring a 
flow of blood in California and the 
intervention of federal troops before 
Winter. has gone,” 

Merriam, now acting governor, is 
the republican candidate in the Noe- 
vember 6 election. Sinclair, democrat, 
is running on a platform designed “to 
end poverty in California.” 

Haight said: he would ask Presi- 
(lent Roosevelt to make an effort to 
“combat an impending class war in 
California.” 

“So far as my election is concern- 
ed,” said Sinclair, “no ‘flow of blood’ 
is anticipated. ... | 

“So far as Mr. Merriam’s election 
is concerned, I agree with Mr. Haight 
entirely, because Mr, Merriam has neo 
program and no idea what to do 
about the depression. All he will do 
is pile up more taxes on the con- 
sumer and more debts on the state. 

“If the people protest he probably 
will have them shot down as he did 
in San Francisco.” 

Apparently Sinclair referred to the 
calling of national guardsmen to the 
San Francisco waterfront in last 
summer’s maritime and general strike. 

Threatened ‘grand jury action 
against assertedly illegal registrants 
in Jos Angeles county failed to mate- 
rialize. The investigating body ad- 
journed until after: election, after re- 
putedly having considered 75 proposed 
indictments. 

Presumably a requested grand jury 
inquiry into alleged threats against 
film actors unless they voted against 
Sinclair also was left hanging.

A Series of Over-Ruffs. 


The importance of the opening lead 
against small slam contracts cannot 
be over-estimated. Everyone knows 
that the tempo of a hand can be won 
or lost for the defense on the choice 
of the opening lead. If the defensive 
player is fortunate enough to choose 
that suit in which he and his partner 
can subsequently take a trick, he will 
in all likelihood defeat the contract, 
for the declarer’s stopper will be re- 
moved before the one sure stopper that 
the defensive side happens to hold. If 
the opening lead is not well chosen, 
the declarer will in most instances be 
able to play the hand in the safest 
possible manner and be able to set up 
his side suit for discards and draw 
the trumps without any fear that the 
adversaries will be able to cash the 
setting trick. 

The fact that the best opening lead 
is chosen, however, does not necessari- 
ly mean the defeat of the contract. 
On the hand below, which took place 
in an early round knockout match of 
the Masters’ Team-of-four Champion- 
ship, the declarer was still able to 
fulfill his contract despite the fact 
that the defense made the best possi- 
ble opening lead. He did this by nev-

Two Features Score 
In Good Fox Program 


There are two features at the Fox 
theater this week which should appeal 
to theatergoers. ‘The Fountain,” a

In addition to the inspection of cer- 
tain county institutions and activities 
made the duty of this term, our work 
has been devoted, in addition to reg- 
ular routine, to a wide scope of mat- 
ters of general public interest. 


THE CRIME SITUATION. 


We regret to report that there 
seems to be no diminution in the crime 
situation in this county although we 
feel encouraged to believe that the 
matter of the apprehension, prosecu- 
tion and punishment of law violators 
is being given such intelligent direc- 
tion as will result eventually in a 
substantial improvement in this sit- 
uation. We commend most highly the 
efforts of the law enforcing body of 
this county, both on the city and 
county force, and we are pleased to 
note that there is a tendency to im- 
prove the personnel of the men en- 
gaged in this important work. We 
have been impressed with what has 
struck us as a sincere effort on the 
part of many of the city detectives 
and county investigators to improve 
their efficiency and to apply real 
ability to a better performance of 
their duties. 

We wish especially to commend Of- 
ficers- J. H. Davis and C. E. McCrary, 
of the city detective department, and 
J. C. Cole, special investigator in the 
solicitor’s office, for the highly effi- 
cient manner in which they investi- 
gated and solved a recent sensational 
murder case and so promptly appre- 
hended the perpetrators. 

THE “NUMBER RACKET.” 


We wish to call the attention of the 
public to a rapidly growing evil that 
is spreading its tentacles into prac- 
tically every section of the city and 
county. We refer to the so-called lot- 
tery or “number” racket which it 
has been estimated is taking a daily 
toll from the humblest to the more sub- 
stantial citizen in an amount said 
to be $25,000. It is surprising that 
some of our so-called better citizens 
do not hesitate to indulge in this ille- 
gal traffic which they should lend 
every effort to suppress. So well is 
the city organized in the sale of these 
lottery tickets that there is hardly a 
home in Atlanta that is free from its 
contact. It is needless to say that this 
racket is in the hands of notorious 
characters whose lives have been de- 
voted to criminal activities and who, 
on account of the enormous profits, 
are rapidly becoming overlords of the 
criminal world. These men are so ex- 
perienced in crime that they are skill- 
ful enough to keep themselves in the 
background and ply their trade so ex- 
pertly through underlings that . they 
are able to keep themselves outside 
the pale of the law so that it 1s dif- 
convict them. The law enforcement 
officers are constantly at work in an 
reak up this nefarious 
acket and during our session scores 
of indictments have been returned 
against those who are actually making 
sales of these lottery tickets. We find 
that in every case of arrest the high- 
er-ups or owners of this racket have 
bonds arranged in advance so that 
there is rarely ever an actual incar- 
ceration of the offender. He merely 
signs his bond through a prearrange- 
ment with a professional bondsman, 
turns his back on the police station 
and promptly resumes his activities.

We therefore wish to put the 
public on notice with this warning 
that every so-called claim for personal 
injuries given the most thorough 
scrutiny and any suspicious circum- 
stances connected with same should be 
promptly reported to the solicitor- 
general, who is rapidly accumulating 
valuable information on this costly 
fraudulent enterprise. 
PUNISHMENT SHOULD BE 
CERTAIN. 


We cannot emphasize too strongly 
our belief that the breaking up of 
crime depends largely on the certainty 
of punishment. For this reason we 
lieve it highly important that the 
trial of offenders be held as promptly 
after their apprehension as possible. 
We see no reason why prisoners 
should not be brought to trial and 
punished after conviction without the 
delay that keeps the jail filled to 
capacity at an enormous ae to 
the county. We suggest, therefore, 
that ‘two criminal superior courts 
in continuous session, with judges as- 
signed to preside over them perma- 
nently, as in our opinion the system 
of rotating judges in the criminal 
division does not make for efficiency 
in the handling of criminal business. 
This is especially true in cases where 
the chronic offender appears before 
the court and makes it possible that 
he face a judge who knows nothin 
of his previous record. We do not fee 
that this county should have to de- 
pend upon the convenience or courtesy 
of outside judges, although we appre- 
ciate the great value of the services 
which they have so generously ac- 
corded us in helping out the situation. 

As a whole, with the exceptions 
above noted, we believe that the courts 
of this county are functioning to the 
best of their ability and we have the 
greatest respect for the integrity and 
excellent legal training of our pre- 
siding judges. We especially commend 
the work of the presiding judge and 
the solicitor and his staff of the crim- 
inal court of Atlanta for the business- 
like methods with which they are ex- 

editing the tremendous volume of 
usiness handled by that court. 
COMMUNISM. 


During this term of court we have 
found many evidences that there are 
organizations, such a large number of 
them which are interested in various 
publications, books, magazines and 
pamphlets and the general circulation 
of these publications, that it would 
require the services of a special grand 
jury committee an entire term to do 
more than make a casual investiga- 
tion of these organizations and the 
publications with which they are flood- 
ing the ‘country. They are not pub- 
lished in our city. They are shipped 
in here from other parts of the coun- 
try. 

The general purpose and import of 
these publications appears to be di- 
rected against all modern conventions, 
our moral, social and ethical concept, 
customs and habits which govern us 
in our homes, our religious institutions 
and our civil and business relation- 
ships. Their general tendency or 
teaching is destructive or subversive of 
the fundamentals of our civilization. 
There is evidence that two of the or- 
ganizations leading in the support and 
encouragement of this subversive 
literature are communism and social- 
ism. It is clear from our investiga- 
tion that there is a strong aggresive 
movement to destroy our present form 
of government, to break down and 
destroy religion and to disrupt and 
paralyze our present system of educa- 
tion. This is obvious in many parts 
of the United States, as shown by 
such literature as has come to our at- 
tention. One result in our community 
of this subversive literature is doubt, 
confusion, uncertainty pervading all of 
our institutions now. The refining 
influences of the home, the church 
and the school is greatly hampered 
because of these things. 


Much of the literature which has 
come to our knowledge is designed to 
encourage social and racial equality 
among the races, and has for its pur- 
pose and motive encouragement of 
various movements to amalgamate the 
races—mainly whites and blacks. It 
is our opinion that the circulation of 
such literature and such teaching vio- 
lates the best traditions of our coun- 
try. It inflames racial prejudices, 
stirs up strife and discontent among 
our people to no good purpose, and 
will lead eventually to riots, civil 
strife and a general break down of our 
law. It does not elevate or benefit 
either race. It tends to weakea both 
races, It is the opinion of the grand 
jury that the better element of both 
races do not want racial and social 
equality, certainly not amalgamation 
of the races. We believe that both 
races should be more interested in 


_racial integrity and racial purity than 
In any movement to weaken or destroy 


either race. 
In this matter we make the follow- 


That our successors continue the 
investigation of these publications cir- 
culated in our community. 

2. That our legislature at its next 
regular session in January look care- 


f fully into this problem with the view 


to providing laws which will better 
safeguard our institutions in this re- 
spect. 

3. That our congressmen and sen- 
ators be requested to take cognizance 
of the fact that there are thousands of 
these publications printed and shipped 
from the largest cities of our country 
to all parts of our nation and that 
they be requested to devise and enact 
legislation to control this evil. 

4. That our social, political and 
business leaders acquaint themselves 
with these various subversive move- 
ments in order that our people gen- 
erally may be well informed as to the 
motive and purpose of these things, 
and that they may take such steps 
as appears to them to be the most ef- 


‘fective remedy for these evils. 


NEEDED LEGISLATION. 


We urge our representatives in the 
legislature from this county, who we 
are pleased to believe are capable men 
of statesmanlike ability, to support 
the passage of a uniform narcotic act 
which it is proposed to present to the 
next session of the legislature. These 
presentments contain other matters re- 
quiring legi-lative action, the support 
of which is asked of our representa- 
tives in the legislature. 

We strongly recommend that the 
judges, clerk and marshal of the mu- 
nicipal court of Atlanta be elected by 
a vote of the people and that their 
salaries be fixed by statute. 

We wish to go on record as favor- 
ing th: enactment of a law by the leg- 
islature legalizing the manufacture 
and state-wide sale of light wines and 
beer, thus assuring a large revenue 
from a business of great volume which 
is flourishing throughout the state ab- 
solutely tax free. 

We also favor the repeal of the 
state liquor laws under a plan which 
will give to each county the right, by 
popular vote, to permit or prohibit the 
sale of liquors in their respective 


counties under such strict regulation 
and revenue a tax as may be 
agreed upon by legislative act. is, 
we believe, will tend to a reduction in 
crime which our experience has shown 
us is so largely traceable to the illicit 
sale of liquor which seems so diffi- 
cult to curb. 


The alarming toll of human life be- 
ing caused by automobile accidents 
leads us to the conclusion that it is 
imperative that the unrestricted use 
of the highways by reckless motorists 
should be immediately curbed. Evi- 
dence before us has shown that trage- 
dies have been caused by persons driv- 


be-| ing automobiles who were totally in- 


capacitated and should never have 
been permitted behind a_ steering 
wheel. We, therefore, recommend the 
passage of a state-wide law requiring 
that the operator of every motor ve- 
hicle shall pass an examination that 
will prove his ability to operate a mo- 
tor vehicle safely, and that he be re- 
quired to obtain a license for driving 


be| after proving his qualifications, 


We recommend that the speed of all 
motor vehicles be limited to 15 miles 
per hour within a reasonable distance 
of all public schools located beyond 
the limits of incorporated municipali- 
ties. 

We urge legislative enactment that 
will fix by statute the salaries of all 
elective officers in this county. 

TAX FI. FAS. AND SALES. 

It kus been brought to the atten- 
tion of this grand jury by many tax- 
payers that certain existing laws as 
to tax fi. fas. and sales are working a 
great hardship on taxpayers. 

In view of these complaints, it is 
recommended that legislation be passed 
at the next session of the state legis- 
lature to relieve this situation, espe- 
cially as to the following: 

1st. Laws should be enacted to 
prohibit bidding at a tax sale in ex- 
cess of the amount of taxes, interest, 
penalties and costs. 

2nd. .It is recommended that legis- 
lation be passed to the effect that a 
taxpayer shall be permitted to pay the 
taxes on any particular tract of land 
before delinquency and in case of de- 
linquency that separate fi. fas. issue 
on the respective parcels of land con- 
tained in said taxpayer’s account. 

3rd. It is further recommended 
that legislation be passed which will 
provide some method whereby a prop- 
erty owner or taxpayer can redeem 
his property after sale and before the 
redemption period has expired, with- 
out the necessity of locating the hold- 
er of said tax deed, said payment to 
be made to the taxing authorities or 
some other designated official. who 
can issue redemption certificate and 
hold said funds for the account of the 
the nholder of said tax deed. 


SCHOOL SYSTEM NEEDS 
REVAMPING. 


A committee from this body devoted 
considerable time to an investigation 
of the county public school system, 


Pvisiting and inspecting many schools 


in different parts of the county. For 
the most part, the schools are now 
housed in new, modern brick build- 
ings, attractive in design and appoint- 
ments, practically planned with a 
view to utility of every facility for 
efficiene their daily.operation. We 
were. especially impressed with the 
good judgment used in their location, 
which in most instances is off of the 
main highway, thus avoiding the dis- 
traction of traffic. though easily ac- 
cessible to the pupils. We found that 
the buildings, appointments and equip- 
ment were in excellent condition, and 
that every member of the faculty as 
well as the pupils took special pride 
in keeping everything up to a high 
standard of neatness and attractive- 
ness. We feel that every citizen of 
this county can justly feel proud of 
the entire system, both from the 
standpoint of its businesslike and effi- 
cient management, and the excellent 
results being obtained in scholastic 
accomplishment. Graduates have at- 
tained high honors by winning schol- 
arships in outstanding colleges in 
state-wide competition. We feel that 
special commendation is due to the 
departments in manual training, do- 
mestic science and practical farm im- 
provement, as well as to the training 
being given in developing citizenship 
and improved living conditions. We 
believe that the success of the system 
is due in a large measure to the 
intelligent selection of personnel 
throughout, and we were especially 
impressed with the intelligence, Joy- 
alty and enthusiasm of every member 
of the faculty, 


Our committee was requested to in- 
clude a survey of the public school 
system of Atlanta, but because of a 
lack of time this we were unable to 
do as thoroughly as such a task would 
warrant. We contacted the heads of 
the departments of the system, and 
visited several of the schools, and were 
greatly impressed with the tremendous 
mmportance of this vital public ac- 
tivity. We believe that the Atlanta 
public school system is one of tremen- 
dous potential efficiency and accom- 
_plishment. It is regrettable, however, 
that the system is thoroughly man- 
acled by political intrigue and con- 
stant petty bickerings, and it is sur- 
prising that it has been able to func- 
tion as well as it has. It is a la- 
mentable situation that the schools of 
this city have been permitted to be- 
come a pawn in the game of politics. 
It is not only an injustice to the tax- 
payer, but even a greater injustice to 
the child who is seeking an education 
and a preparation to meet the con- 
fronting problems of life. It is un- 
thinkable that the taxpayers will per- 
mit such a condition to continug. 
Much has been said about policies of 
operation, personnel, political activity 
of faculty members—apparently forced 
upon them in some instances—unwis- 
dom of certain features of curricula, 
and other questions which will con- 
tinue to be controversial. Such ques- 
tions have been given no consideration 
by this body because we feel that they 
are not within our discretion. While 
extravagance and waste are always to 
be condemned, we believe that in edu- 
cational matters any action under the 
guise of economy should have careful 
consideration. Economy at the expense 
of efficiency is likely to be extrava- 
gance in reality. We are sincere in our 
belief that the public is entitled to 
relief in the city school situation, to 
the end that all obstacles to efficiency 
be removed. If this requires a major 
operation, then such a remedy should 
be resorted to. Our investigations 
showed that the outstanding school 

of the state are those that 

under one-county 

em. This prevails in about 80 
rgia counties, including Chatham, 
Richmond and Bibb, there being no 
city-operated schools in Savannah, Au- 
gusta or Macon. Our committee made 
an inspection of the Bibb county sys- 
tem. which has operated smoothly 
since 1877. Never since their establish- 
ment have there been rumors of the 
closing of these schools because of 
finances. nor has there been a single 
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day's delay in the payment of teach-, 


ers’ salaries. Every resident of At-' 
lanta knows that the public here has 
been constantly fed on this sort of 
rumor concerning our schools, which 
is a demoralizing handicap of _ir- 
reparable harm. We recommend a con- 
solidation of the city and county 
school systems when authorized by a 
majority of votes cast in a referendum 
election as provided in an act of the 
legislature approved August 12, 1929, 
and are sincere in the belief that this 
will afford relief from all political 
influence and dominance and bring 
about the high state of efficiency in 
education matters in this city that the 
taxpayer is entitled to and is pay- 
ing for. 

e commend this recommendation 
to the better government commission 
for their consideration, believing that 
to be the logical body to formulate a 
feasible plan for its consummation. 


COUNTY INSTITUTIONS. 


We are pleased to note that the 
very urgently needed repairs and im- 
provements to the county jail are now 
well under way which will correct the 
unsanitary conditions that have exist- 
ed heretofore. We believe that the 
business of operating the jail is being 
conducted in an efficient manner, the 
kitchen and its equipment being found 
in good condition and the prisoners 
are being amply fed with good, whole- 
some food which is supplied at a 
reasonable cost to the county. We 
found that the records were kept in 
the very capable manner and we es- 
pecially were impressed with the value 
of the fingerprint records and files 
for each inmate. The condition of the 
women’s department was found to be 
in every way satisfactory and the 
management of this department re- 
flects credit upon the matron in 
charge. When the work of remodeling 
and enlarging is finished the institu- 
tion will be capable of being conduct- 
ed in a greatly improved manner. 

The juvenile detention home is in 
a deplorable condition and the need 
for entirely new quarters is urgent. 
We understand that it is planned to 
erect «ew building at an early date 
and .n.s should be done with as little 
delay as possible. 

The various convict camps of the 
county were. found to be in excellent 
condition and their operation is being 
conducted in a thoroughly efficient 
and business-like manner. The public 
works department is to be congratulat- 
ed upon the excellent results being ob- 
tained from the operation of the large 
farms in connection with some of 
these camps. A large percentage of 
the food supplies necessary for the 
maintenance of convicts, as well as 
the county jail, is produced on these 
farms, together with all necessary 
feed for the county’s stock. Fresh 
vegetables in season are supplied in 
abundance. The two juvenile homes 
for boys are in good condition and ef- 
ficiently administered. With the ex- 
ception of the system of plumbing at 
the alms house that institution was 
found to be well conducted and render- 
ing a splendid service to its inmates. 
Attention of the county commission 
has heen called to the bad condition 
of the plumbing and they have given 
their assurance that this will be re- 
placed throughont and the sanitary 
facilities enlarged. 

BETTER GOVERNMENT 
COMMISSION. 


We wish to give our hearty endorse- 
ment to the formation of the body 
known as the better government com- 
mission which is functioning as an 
arm of the grand jury and we highly 
commend this body to our successors 
as being worthy of the fullest co- 
operation from future grand juries. 
We believe that such a body is capable 
of rendering an invaluable service to 
the community and we strongly urge 
its perpetuation. 


PARDONS AND PAROLES. 


We regret to note that there appears 
to have been an unwise use of the 
pardon and parole powers through 
which clemency has been extended in a 
great many cases that were unworthy 
of such consideration. It has been 
our duty to reindict previous offend- 
ers who had violated undeserved clem- 
ency which has been extended them 
after conviction of serious offenses. 
We would urge, therefore, that all 
applications for clemency be given the 
strictest scrutiny by the pardoning 
power and careful investigation be 
made of all the circumstances regard- 
ing their offenses and records, and 
the utmost precaution be taken before 
these unworthy offenders are permit- 
ted to avoid the sentences of the court 
and turned Joose on the public to again 
indulge in their unlawful activities. 
Especially do we emphasize the im- 
portance of complying with the provis- 
ions of the law which requires that 
public notice be given of every applica- 
tion for clemency so that the public 
and conscientious law enforcement of- 
ficers may be given full opportunity to 
protect the public against the freeing 
of those convicted who are unworthy 
of being accorded their freedom and 
the opportunity to renew their law- 
breaking tendencies. 

We believe that all probation of- 
ficers should be selected and appointed 
strictly upon their merit as determined 
by examination conducted by the state 
welfare department rather than by be- 
ing given these important posts as a 
reward for their political activities. 
REVISION OF CRIMINAL LAWS. 

The best legal minds of the state 
are in agreement upon the proposition 
that it is practically impossible to im- 
prove crime conditions in Georgia 
without enactment of every drastic 
reformations in criminal procedure. 
The courts are being operated under 
the handicap of laws passed more 
than a hundred years ago, most of 
which are favorable to the accused and 
impose great burdens upon the efforts 
of conscientious and efficient prosecut- 
ing and law enforcement officers, We 
understand that the state bar associa- 
tion has prepared for presentation to 
the next general assembly bills which 
hawe been carefully prepared by the 
best legal talent of the state and which 
will bring about reforms urgently 
needed to insure more certainty of 
conviction and punishment to law 
breakers. We can not too strongly 
urge careful consideration and prompt 
passage of such reform measures by 
the next session of the Georgia. state 
legislature. 

SELECTION OF DEPUTIES. 

The five major offices of the county, 
namely, court of ordinary, clerk of 
the superior court, sheriff, receiver of 
tax returns and tax collector are filled 
by the vote of the people. The proper 
conduct of these offices requires the 
services of a staff of efficient assist- 
ants. The heads of these offices are 
required to give large bonds for the 
faithful and proper performance of 
their duties and they are answerable 
directly to the people who elect them. 
They are responsible for the acts of 
each and every one of their deputies 
and through the negligence or inef- 
ficiency of any such deputy they are 
liable to suffer substantia] financial 
losses. We believe it highly improper 
and unjust, therefore, that these head 
officers be deprived of the privilege

of filling any vacancy except by men 
of their own selection, for whose acts 


they are alone responsible, and we 


disapprove of any tendency to suggest 
to these department heads whom they 
— appoint as members of their 
staff. 


ADDITIONAL HELP FOR 
SOLICITOR-GENERAL. 


The ever-mounting and arduous du- 
ties of the solicitor-general’s office are 
being performed in an able manner by 
Solicitor John A. Boykin and his ca- 
pable assistants, including his staff of 
very efficient investigators, 


We find there is an appalling vol- 
ume of crime of violence, including 
burglary, robbery, murder, rape and 
kindred offenses, and that the same is 
on the increase; that a multitude of 
rackets of an alarming nature have 
been organized in this community, 
through which our people are being 
robbed, and that new ones are spring- 
ing up almost daily; that among these 
outlawed enterprises are rackets un- 
der the guise of insurance, the whole- 
sale operation of illegal lotteries and 
slot machines, which are rendered 
more harmful by their operation al- 
most at the doors of our city schools. 
The practice of framing fraudulent 
damage suits to blackmail our citizens 
into making settlements rather than 
to resist false claims for damages is 
probably the last fraudulent scheme to 
be uncovered, and which in itself hats 
reached appalling proportions. There 
is no doubt but that the volume of 
crime of a very serious nature that 
infests the county has outgrown the 
oe of the office of the solicitor-gen- 
eral. 


For the last three years the solici- 
tor-general has had the _ services of 
only one stenographer, although he 
was provided with two for the five 
years preceding. This shortage of 
stenographic service makes it neces- 
sary for the assistant solicitors to do 
typing and other simple routine work, 
whereas their services could be de- 
voted to far more important matters. 
The investigating staff, whose du- 
ties require them to investigate all 
crimes of violence and other serious 
offenses and to prepare the same for 
the submission tu the grand jury and 
for trial in the courts, has had no ad- 
ditions for approximately five years, 
although the demand on them is con- 
stantly growing. 

This highly important department 
of government has never been provided 
with a filing clerk or with adequate 
equipment for a modern filing sys- 
tem, although its records are impor- 
tant alike tv the state, and to the un- 
fortunates who are indicted for crime, 

The increase in work of this depart- 
ment which must, of necessity, be han- 
dled by trained and capable lawyers 
has reached such proportions as to de- 
mand and warrant an addition to the 
legal staff. We find that this is the 
only office in the courthouse that has 
had no addition to its force since the 
annexation of Milton and Campbell 
counties. The preparation of cases for 
trial, the work in the courtroom, for- 
feiture and collection of bonds, the 
condemnation of automobiles seized 
with whisky, the drawing of indict- 
ments, the handling of motions for 
new trials, the work in the court of 
appeals and Georgia supreme court, as 
well as in the supreme court of the 
United States, in all appealed cases, 
including those from the criminal 
court of Atlanta, together with such 
work as the validation of municipal 
bonds, the suppression of nuisances 
and the many other similar legal mat- 
ters are a part of the duties of this 
office and in the judgment of this 
grand jury have greatly outgrown the 
legal staff now supplied the solicitor- 
general. 

In order that this most important 
office charged with the suppression of 
major crimes in this, the capital of 
the state, may be adequately officered 
and equipped for the demands upon 
it, we earnestly recommend to the 
county commissioners: 

(a) An additional stenographer 

(b) A file clerk and statistician. 

(c) Two criminal investigators. 

(d) One experienced trial lawyer. 

(e) A filing room and modern equip- 
ment for the records and statistics 
of this office. 

We also urge and recommend to 
the county commissioners that the 
present budget of the solicitor general 
be increased to the extent of $350 per 
month (not less than $300 under any 
circumstances) to be apportioned by 
the solicitor-general in adjusting sal- 
aries among the underpaid employes 
of his staff who are capable and effi- 
cient, and that it be divided in such 
a way as the solicitor-general deems 
best. 

This grand jury is also surprised to 
find that since January 1, 1926, the 
solicitor-general has been supplement- 
ing the salary of one of his most ex- 
perienced members of his staff, J. W. 
LeCraw, and is paying Mr. LeCraw a 
considerable sum annually from his 
compensation as _ solicitor-general in 
order to be able to retain his services. 
We find that, at the present time, the 
solicitor-general is supplementing the 
salary of Mr. LeCraw at a personal 
expense of $1,000 or more per annum, 
a financial burden which the law does 
not place upon the solicitor-general 
and which in Jaw or in good conscience 
should not be necessary for him to 
bear. 

JURY EMPANELLING. 

We recommend that there should be 
but one jury box from which juries 
shall be drawn for seryice in all the 
courts of the county and believe it 
thoroughly impracticable to have a 
separate jury box for each court. 

It being the statutory duty of this 
term of the grand jury to fix the 
compensation of all jurors serving dur- 
ing the ensuing yeat beginning Janu- 
ary 1, we hereby fix such compensa- 
tion as follows: Petit jurors $3 
per day; grand jurors, $4 per day. 

We recommend that these present- 
ments be published in The Atlanta 
Constitution, the Atlanta Journal, the 
Atlanta Georgian and_ the Fulton 
County Daily Report.

Mrs. Gloria Morgan Vanderbilt, 
young widow of Reginald C. Vander- 
bilt, spent the day under crogs-exami- 
nation, trying to prove that she is a 


year-old heiress daughter. 

It was said that Mrs. Vanderbilt 
bore up far better under cross-ex- 
amination than she did when under 
the friendly questioning of her own 
lawyer. Then she wept frequently, 
collapsed at the close of a trying day, 
and became ill on another occasion. 

Except for the noon recess, she was 
on the witness stand today from 11 
o’clock until court adjourned at 4. 


Though drawn and weary looking, 
she was still composed. She wore a 
black ensemble with wide white col- 
lars and cuffs, a silver fox fur thrown 
around her shoulders, and a small 
black hat. 

Despite her composure, Mrs. Van- 
derbilt lost a point today in the court 
battle with Mrs. Harry Payne Whit- 
ney, her sister-in-lay and little Gloria’s 
aunt, who seeks her custody on the 
grounds that Mrs. Vanderbilt is an 
unfit mother.

gunman pal of Charles (Pretty Boy) 
Floyd, had Columbiana county offi- 
cials consulting their law books to- 
night. 

Late today three husky United 
States deputy marshals from Cleve- 
land, heavily armed with pistols and 
a writ of habeas corpus ad _ testifi- 
candum, descended upon the 95-year- 
old county jail here and demanded 
Richetti. 

The writ, issued by a federal judge 
at Kansas City, calls for Richetti’s 
removal there by midnight tomorrow 
to appear as a witness before a fed- 
eral grand jury which is investigating 
the Union station massacre of June, 
1933, which resulted from an attempt 
to free Frank Nash. — 

When Richetti had not been turned 
over to the deputy marshals six hours 
after the writ was served, United 
States District Attorney Emerich 
Freed, of Cleveland, said contempt of 
court proceedings would be started 
against the Columbiana county offi- 
cials if they continued to hold the 
prisoner. 

“The legal right of the government 
is clear,” Freed said. “Under the law 
officials have no other choice than to 
give him up or be held in contempt of 
court.” 

Frank Weidemann, assistant Unit- 
ed States attorney at Cleveland, said 
the writ made it mandatory for the 
local officials to turn over the pris- 
oner. 

Sheriff Frank Ballantine, on whom 
the writ was served, consulted Prose- 
cutor George Lafferty. The prosecu- 
tor conferred with Weidemann by 
telephone and was given legal cita- 
tions, 

The officials then went to the law 
library here to read the citations, 
explaining that they wished to make 
sure that they were forced to obey 
the writ. They said they did not 
want to yield Richetti unless they had 
to. Assistant Prosecutor Frank Spring- 
er explained that the prisoner's re- 
moval would delay the progress of a 
local case and also proceedings to 
extradite him to Columbia, Mo., on a 
murder charge in state courts,

NEW YORK, Nov. 2.—Bank clear- 
ings continue below the restricted 
amount of last year, especially at 
New York city. The total for the 22 
leading cities.in the United States for 
the week ended Wednesday, October 
31, as reported by Dun & Bradstreet, 
Inc., was $4,419,073,000, against 
$4,557,161,000 for the same week of 
last year, a loss of 3.0 per cent. This 
contrasts with a decrease of 5.6 per 
cent in the previous week. At New 
York city. clearings the past week 
were $2,905,078,000, a reduction of 
8.8 per cent. while the aggregate for 
centers outside of New York of 
$1,513,995,000 was 10.4 per cent 
higher. 

At the outside cities, there were 
only three where clearings were small- 
er than those of a year ago. The per- 
centages of gain at the other points 
also were below those _ heretofore 
shown. This was undoubtedly due to 
the fact that clearings for the past 
week covered that period up to the 
end of October, whereas a year ago 
the heavier amounts incident to the 
first day of November were included. 

Clearings the past week were less 
than those for the preceding week by 
only $11,414,000, whereas a year ago, 
for the week covered by that report, 
clearings showed a_ reduction from 
the preceding week of $137,003,000.

Uniforms Barred

ON OPEN DOOR THREAT 


Answer to Protest on Jap 
Action in Manchukuo 
Handed to Grew. 


WASHINGTON, Nov. 2.—(UP)— 
The famous “open door’ in China 
creaked fiearly shut today as officials 
here awaited an official note from the 
Japanese government declaring’ its in- 
tention to carry out its program of 
creating a government oil monopoly in 
Manchukuo. | 

The note, handed to American Am- 
bassador Joseph C. Grew, of Tokyo, 
was in answer to the latest represen- 
tations of this government that the 
creation of such a monopoly would be 
in violation of the nine power treaty. 
This treaty, to which Japan and the 
United States both are parties, guar- 
antees equal opportunity for all na- 
tions to trade in China. The United 
States and all other countries except 
Japan and El Salvador contend that 
Manchukuo is still an integral part of 
China. 

The British and Netherlands gov- 
ernments have likewise protested «he 
establishment of a government oil 
monopoly in Manchukuo, but there 
was no indication here or in Tokyo 
that the Japanese government would 
give more heed to these protests than 
to that of the United States. 

The question of what to do about 
it seriously concerned all officials 
here as they visualized in Japan’s re- 
jections of these representations a 
repetition of events of three years ago 
when Japanese military forces march- 
ed steadily through Manchuria and 
finally organized a government there, 
despite the combined protests of half 
the nations of the world. 

The text of the Japanese note had 
not been received in Washington but 
it was understood it constituted an 
evasion of practically all points raised 
in the American representations re- 
garding the oil monopoly. It was 
understood the Japanese government 
claimed it held no responsibility for 
the Manchukuo government’s action in 
establishing an oil monopoly and con- 
tended further that the creation of 
such a monopoly would not “freeze 
out” foreign oil companies doing busi- 
néss in Manchukuo. 

Press dispatches from Hsingking, 
capital of Manchukuo, said the gov- 
ernment oil company, financed 80 
per cent by Japanese money and 20 
per cent by Manchukuo funds, would 
merely take over the business of re- 
tailing oil in Manchukuo. 


Norman Thomas Seeks 
Probe of Red Cross 


NEW YORK, Nov. 2.—(#)—wNor- 
man Thomas, socialist candidate for 
United States senator, tonight ex- 
pressed the belief that congress should 
investigate the activities of the Amer- 
ican Red Cross. 

Carrying his campaign into the 
Bronx, Thomas also advocated enact- 
ment of anti-lynching laws and the 
complete restoration of federal pay 
cuts. 

Sneaking of the Red Cross, he said: 

“During the next few days or weeks 
the American people, mostly in small 
sums, will contribute about $10,000,- 
000 to an organization which they do 
not control and concerning which there 
is a strong suspicion that it is in 
itself a valuable auxiliary war ma- 
chine. It certainly takes no part in 
relieving the victims of industrial 
strikes. 

“Labor especially should. refuse: to 
contribute to the Red Cross fintil the 
Red Cross will -bring aid to the vic- 
tims of strikes as they do in theory 
to victims of war. This is not an at- 
tack on the Red Crosé theory but 
upon its management and administra- 
tion in the United States. 

“I do not say all charges are 
proved. I say they demand investiga- 
tion. And for this I shall fight.”

“The codes of the NRA were not 
written. directly for business, but for 
a human -~ need—the need of fifteen 
million jobless people,’ Mr. Ovens 
told the large gathering of Atlanta 
merchants at. the dinner. ‘Business 
will profit by helping the people gain 
a better standard of living, however. 
The business of a nation cannot pros- 
per while the people of that nation 
starve.” 

Mr, Ovens. was optimistic in his 
views on the outcome of the great na- 
tional problem. He said that he be- 
lieved that the pivneer spirit of the 
American people had not frozen in 
their veins, and that it was this spirit 
that would pull the nation through. 

“The Blue Eagle may not continue 
to fly, but the’ good old Stars and 
Stripes will,” declared Mr. Ovens. “It 
is inconceivable to think that this 
country cannot “govern itself. A lot 
of corrections are needed, it is true. 


But we are pioneers if we do not real- 
ize it, and the pioneer spirit will over- 
come our problems.” 

As some of the coprections which 
are needed, Mr. Ovens mentioned gov- 
ernmental extravagance and govern- 
mental competition with business in 
production. 

“Merchants all over the United 
States are terrifically interested in 
national affairs today,” Mr. Ovens 
said.

Many Pledges Being Made,

Success for the $3,000,000 Better 
Housing drive, being conducted in At- 
lanta this week by the Chamber of 
Commerce, is indicated in the reports 
of pledges being made to the chamber, 
it was stated Friday, 
‘ According to reports made by work- 
ers from all sections of the city, great 
interest is being manifested and offi- 
cials are confident that the $3,000,000- 
goal will be attained. A study of 
building permits from 1919 through
